Women as 2 Labor Factor. 


“Give me some idea of your women unionists.” 

“Our women take but little share in organfzed labor. 
With the -exception of the Dunedin tailoresses, who 
number about 500, there are no influential or active 
women’s unions. This arises partly because the in- 
spectors of factories and shops look with unremitting 
vigilance after the wages, overtime pay, holidays, etc., 
of the women and girls, so that there is no pressure 
necessitating unionism. Moreover, probably the want 
of cohesion in the sex when engaged in the industria) 
work of this country has effect here as elsewhere. 
There are ho women members of men’s unions.” We 
have ‘woman suffrage,’ and our feminine electors exert 
steady political influence in certain directions—such 
as temperance—but their industrial position does not 


done by the English-speaking peoples if they wish to 
make their nations in the future anything more than 
mixtures of mongrel aliens. 


Employment Bureaus for Uncle Sam. 


“Concerning your question as to the employment 
branch of the New Zealand labor department, and 
whether such an office would succeed in America, | 
cousider it has been a success here and see ho reason 
why it should not be useful in the States. Since 1891 
we have assisted 32,382 men, and these had 70,770 de- 
pendants, so that 103,152 persons have been benefited. 
This does not include the thousands who take advan- 
tage of our information offices all. over the country— 
the figures given above are of those who received actual 
assistance in railway and steamer fares, etc, in order 
to ‘bring the work and the worker together.’ 

“Our clients receive no charity or monetary assist-— 
ance; we only find hard work for them. The ex- 
penses of transit have to be refunded, and, contrary 
to the belief of the pessimist, they are refunded, in 
the large. majority of cases. No better teat of the 
value of the work so done can be given than by the

it is a dangerous experiment in New Zealand to abuse 
its labor department in public.” 3 


Chances for Young Men. - 


“What does your government offer to immigrants, 
and what are the chances for young men to make for- 
tunes in New Zealand?” , 
| “The government offers no special inducements to 
immigrants, and it has not doné so for many years. 
Last year we had a surplus of 12,000 arrivals over our 
departures, but of theBe 10,000 were Australians, driven 
out by the drought in their own country. Most of the 
people who come here, excepting the tourists, stay 
with us. New Zealand is a lovely land, and it is full 
of attractions. It offers a good field for steady, hon- 
est living. Young men have many opportunities to 
secure comfortajle incomes, and at the end of life 
financial independence. As to the probabilities of their 
becoming millionaires, I am glad to say they are nil.” 
New Zealand Prosperous. ~ 

“What is the condition of New Zealand?” 

“The country has been for years progressing rapidly, 
and in spite of croakers against ‘labor as king,’ we 
flourish more and more. The hands in factories have 
nearly doubled in number during eight years; they rose 
f:om 29,879 in 1895 to 59,047 In 1903. Agricultural and 
pastoral employments have also been in a prosperous 
condition, as shown by the value of our exports, 
chiefly wool, frozen meat, butter, etce., advancing at a 
leap of £3,016,713 (about $14,500,000,) in 1903, over — 
those of the previous year.” 


How Government Ownership Works. 


“Does it pay you to have the government run the 
rgiiroads?” 

“New Zealand through taking over the railroads, 
telegraph lines, etc., as national property has won 
great advantages. Such action secures the people 
against combinations in regard to oppressive prices for 
fares and freights, prevents ‘discriminations’ and gives 
back to the people the profits made through the use 
of railways and telegraphs by the people. On its being 
found that the New Zealand railways were making 
greater profits than were necessary to pay interest on 
the cost of construction, fares and freights were im- 
mediately lowered very considerably.”

“Dees the eight hours increase drunkenness?” 
“It would certainly be a slander on our working 
classes if anyone accused them of drunkenness. There 
is more drunkenness in Glasgow or in Moscow in a 
night than in New Zealand in a year. To say that 
an eight-hour day leads to drunkenness and loafing 
is rubbish.

“Could the Labor Arbitration Act be applied to the 
United States?” 

“I cannot see why such industrial arbitration, proved 
to be of value in New Zealand, and adopted by the neigh- 
boring colonieg which watched it working, should be del- 
eterious to the United States. It is true tha: if it were 
adopted the presidents of your labor federations and 
other union bosses would shrink in power consumedly, 
and so would the trust magnates and ‘bulldowers’ of cap- 
ital; but the gain to capital, labor and the public through 
having reasonable decisions by a judge in industrial mat- 
ters instead of the arbitrament of the bully would be 
enormous. 


Hew it Works in New Zealand.

The foregoing is of interest chiefly as showing to what 
lengths a person will go in supporting his own creation 
-—§-7 Secretary Tregear is in large measure responsible 
’ @ present labor conditions in New Zealand. He natu- 
rally defends the sys:em there, and all that he says must 
be taken with a large allowance of salt. 

This is emphavized by the fact that onc of the mos! 
rabid Socialists ever in Los Angeles, Arthur I. Carr, 


who was outspoken and loud in his advocacy of the New 


Zealand system, went to that place and after a careful 
study of it changed his views entirely, and in-a letter 
written to The Times confessed that he had been misied, 
and that the system was proving a failure, not working 
out for the best interests of the people. He became 
as earnest in declaring its failure as be had once been 
in supporting ft. - 

But even if the New Zea system were the success 
Mr. Tregear pronounces it to be, it could not be success- 
fully applied to other countries in which industrial 
conditions are so wholly different. - 

In his discussion of the eight-hour day, Mr. Tregear 
narrowly limits the value of it to the labering man with- 
out explaining its effect upon employers and upon the 
industries themscives—in fact, he even goes so far as to 
hope for still shorter hours, apparently regardless of the 
effect of such a course upon the mén who furnigh the 
e¢apital to keep industries in operation and who furnish 
the means by which the workingman ge‘s his bread and 
butter. But narrowness is characteristic of mischievous 
unionism—its supporters look only upom one side and 
upon immediate results, They give no thought to the 
interests of their employers, nor do they see that ulti- 
mate results must prove disastrous to themselves, 
They are concerned only in a selfish attempt to get 
everything for themselves—and to get it ai once,

"RED CROSS DOGS. 


THEY Act as NURSES ON BATTLEFIELDS AND 
HELP Born FRtenD AND FOE. 


{Pittsburgh Press: ] The idea of training dogs for use 
as nurses on the battlefield originated with the Malian 
government, although the first real test will take place 
in the conflict between Russia and Japan. That govern- 
ment has established a school at which the dogs are 
trained. 

It is from this school that the dogs will be shipped to 
Korea, Manchuria and Siberia within the next two 
weeks. 

One hundred and five collies have already received de- 
grees from the schoo! at Rome, and bear the medica! kit 
on which flames a big Red Cross. Five hundred more 
are working lard for their diplomas, and it is from their 
ranks that the recruits for the Czar and the Mikado will 
be drawn. 

For many months the Italian officials at Rome stud- 
ied the best means of sending succor to the wounded 


plan of the Hospice St. Bernard came as an inspiration, 
and a commission was sent to the monastery to see how 
the dogs were trained. Upon the recommendation of 
this commission a number of full bred and half-grown 
collie dogs were purchased. 

Sanitary quarters were built for them at Rome, and 
under direction of the chief army surgeon a staff of as- 
sistants began the marvelous work of building up the 
canine brains to the plane of the Red Cross work. 

It was not puppy play at all, and the little collies be- 
gan to find life a very serious problem. Each dog was 
first examined by a medical inspector. If he were sound 
from tip of bushy tail to point of black nose, he matric- 
ulated. If the slightest defect was found he went back 
into the ordinary world of dogs. When twenty-five ab’

The pack would start out noses to ground. and whin- 
ing eagerly. In five minutes evéry dog had picked up a 
if by any chance two dogs Were after the same 
man the one coming in second invariably abandoned the 
old trail and started off upon a new one. ‘. 

When all were sufficiently expert in trailing, gray 
blankets were-strapped upon the backs of the pupils. 
Each blanket was marked with the symbo! of the Red 
Cross and contained two capacious pockets. ; 

In one knapsack-like receptacle were placed two flasks, 

e for water and the other for stimulant. Two flat bis- 
cuits were also placed in this pocket. The remaining 
pocket was supplied with a roll of bandages. a small 


adjustable splint, a soft- silk handkerchief to be made 
into a sling, and a probing instrument such as every 
Italian soldier is taught to use. | , 

Then began the second stage in the education of the 
eanine nurse. The second lesson was in barkirig at the 
soldier whom he bad trailed down until the soldier was 
sufficiently’ aroused to make use of the aid at hand.

value; following them are small oval frames with inlaid 
enamel designs on the gold, with their moulding in 
relief carved with exquisite detail. _The shields are 
united one to another by six angelic figures, with out- 
spread pinions, enameled from scarlet to snowy white, 
and the aureoles ringed with diamonds. The angels issue 
from roses, thus referring to the story of the apparition. 


The top of the crown is of dual form, six fillets of 
roses in gold, and of different colors, and six rows of 
diamonds.

THREE WAR STORIES. 


In his autobiography Gen. John B. Gordon tells several

THE BRAVE SIKHS. 


DESCRIPTION OF THEIR Crry, CREED AND THER , 
SOLDIERING. 


[W. E. Curtis in Chicago Record-Herald:] ‘Just »de- 
fore reaching Lahore we passed through Amritsar, a 
city which is famous for many things and the capital of: 
the Sikhs, a religious sect bound together by the ties 


Hindoo heresy led by a reformer named Nanak Shah, 
who was born'at Lahore in 1849 and preached a reférma- 
tion against idolatry, caste, demon worship, and other 
doctrines of the Brahmins. His theories and sermons 
are embraced in a volume known as the “Grath,” the 
Sikh Bible, which teaches the highest standard of: moral- 
ity, purity and courage, and appeals especially to the 
nobler northern races of India. His followers, who 
were known as Sikhs, were compelled to fight for their 
faith, and for that reason were organized on a military 
basis. Their leaders were warlike men, and when the 
Mogul power began to decay they struggled with the 
Afghans for supremacy in Northern India. They have 
ever since been renowned for their fighting quality; have 
always been loyal to British authority; for fifty years 
have furnished bodyguards for the Viceroy of India, the 
Governor of Bombay, Bengal and other provinces, and 
so much confidence is placed in their courage, honesty 
and tact that they are employed as policemen in al! the 
British colonies of the East. You fina them everywhere 
from Tientsin to tt’ Red Sea. They are men of unusual 
stature, with fine heads and faces, full beards, serious 
disposition and military airs. They are the only profes- 
sional fighters in the world. You seldom find them in 
any other business, and their admirers declare that no 
Sikh was ever convicted of cowardice or disloyalty. 


Amritsar is their headquarters, their religious center 
and their sacred city. Their temples are more like 
Protestant churches than those of other Urtental faiths. 
They have no idol or altars, but meet once a ‘week for 
prayer and praise. Their preacher reads passages from 
the “Grath” and prays to their god, who may be reached 
through the intercession of Nanak Shah, his prophet 
and their redeemer. They sing hymns. simflar to those 
used in, Protestant worship, and celebrate communion 
by partaking of wafers of unleavened-bread. Their con- 
gregations do not object to the presence of strangers, 
but usually invite them to participate in the worship. 

The great attraction of Amristar ia “The Golden 
Temple” of the Sikhs, which stands in the middle of a 
lake known as “The Pool of Immortality.” It is not a 
large building, being only fifty-three feet square, but is 
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plaster of gold. In the treasury are the original copy of 
the “Grath” and a large number of valuable jewels 
which have béen collected for several centurses. Among 
them is one of the most valuable strings of pearls ever 
in existence. |

HE inauguration of the biggest single irrigation 

project ever undertaken and accomplished in the 

United States has just been celebrated in Modesto, 
Cal. This enterprise involved the building of an im- 
mense dam across the Tuolumne River as it debouches 
from the lower range of foothills skirting the Sierra Ne- 
vadas and thence flows westward to the San Joaqui~ 
River. The area to be brought under the canals and lat- 
erais of the water so diverted approximates 260,000 acres 
of fine, fertile valley land in Stanislaus county, one of 
the northernmost of the tier of counties comprising the.

At the eastern extremity of the canal the difficulties | 
which a sailing vessel may expect to encounter will arise 
from a superabundance of wind rather than a lack of it. 
At the western extremity, on the other hand, these con- 
ditions will be completely reversed. 

Upon emerging from the canal into the Pacific Ocean a 
vessel will enter an extensive belt of calms and ligh:! 
airs, which render navigation by sail more tedious than 
in any other frequented portion of the sea. The width 
of this region varies—at some points wide, at others 
fiarrow. “In that portion of the North Pacific include] 
between the American coast and the meridian of 120 de- 
grees west it reaches a maximum, extending in latitude 
from_a point one or two degrees north of the equator to 
Cape San Lucas, the southern extremity of Lower Cali- 
fornia. In both approaching and leaving Panama, irre- 
spective of the port from which or toward which bound, 
a sailing vessel must of necessity navigate a greater or 
less width of the belt of calms, and in estimating for 2 
given voyage the saving of time effected by the use of 
the canal the delay arising from this cause must not 
be neglected.—([National Geographic Magazine.

{Paris Correspondence London Leader:] There is no , 
woman in the werld more attentive to the details of her 
toilet than the Parisienne. Everysitem of her dress is 
always carefully t tout. There is none of the hap- 
hazard method of the English woman. The gloves and 
petticoats of a French woman are always impeccable, 
and in fact her gloves are.so important a part of her 
toilet in her estimation, that once a year the larger 
‘shops of Paris have what is known as an “Exposition Ae 
fants,” that is to say, a special exhibition of gloves, 
when all the new models are brought before the public; 
and when the older and more classical models aré solid 
at a very great reduction in price. The wise woman 
buys her stock of gloves for a whole year, if possible, 
at this sale, as the prices are wonderfully reduced, and 
the choice is é¢normous. Long evening gloves, which 
generally cost considerable sums, are often to be found 
at a reduction of 40 percent. 


The New idea. 
~ The novelty of this season in the matter of gloves is 
a new model called “le Monceau,” though I believe other 
variations of it exist under-other names. This glove is

This mode probably origi- 
nated in the fact that the gauntlet glove was sometimes 
worn with a jacket having the large revers on the cuffs 
of the old “habit a la Francaise,’ which invariably 
pushes back the cauntiet, which looks most untidy when 
unlined. These soft gauntleted gloves are most fashion- 
able made in pure white, and are a ty of the 
Louvre, which is as famous among Parisiennes for its 
gloves as for Its silks. 


Another novelty in the matter of gloves which will 
appeal greatly to the economical woman is the washing 
glove. This is more especially made in white, and con- 
sigering the heavy bills one has to pay nowadays at the 
cleaner’s for the cleaning of one’s white kid gloves, this 
innovation ia not to be despised. And it is not only one 
hind of kid which can be made washable, but. by means 
of some new preparation -almost any kind of kid glove 
may be easily washed at home in one’s own wash hand- 
basin.

If this condition be obtained an ideal state of affairs 
is presumed to exist, and, at first, it looks very plaus- 
ible, so plausitic, indeed, that it is usually accepted as 
a positive fact not to be gainsaid. But it must be re- 
futed. The custom, though of long standing, and of 
almost unquestioned correctness,.is a bad one, and dou- 
bly harmful because ot the strong hold it has Upon the 
public mind. 

The best method of lighting artificially when the 
sourse of light fs a bright one, is to place tha light con- 
siderably above the head, holding the reading matter in 
such a posifion as to be, illuminated ak much by the re- 
fiected light from the surrounding surfaces as from the i 
direct rays from tire flame, thus creating an effect more 
“daylight” conditions.”—[Jewelers*®

There are hardy annuals and hardy perennials, and it 
is of the latter that I wish to write particularly this 
week. In Southern California, once planted, these need 
searcely @ver be renewed, and by using care in the origi- 
vial planting, one may really plant for all time. There. 
‘are then, first, for use in covering brick, stone, plaster 
or even frame houses, the very inicresting varieties of 
bignonia. There is, first, the Bignonia Tweediana, which 
will cling fast and flat to stone or wood alike. It has a 


golden yellow flowers. It is especially useful on tall 
buildings and may be kept clear at the ground, covering 
only the upper part of the building and festooning in 


sort or another. 
There is another bignonia more properly named Pithe- 
coctenium buccinatorium, which I have seen in but one 
place, and that on a fine private residence at Santa Bar- 
bara owned by E.*W. Hadley. This bignonia (Bignonia 
cherere, for short,) is the mogt vigorous grower I have 
ever seen of the vine kind. It has glorious great clus- 
tere of trumpet-shaped crimson flowers which, if my 
memory serves me, have yellow throats.

Suited to the Climate. 
ARCHITECTURAL DESIGN OF A NEW 
HOME IN LoS ANGELES. 
By a Los Angeles Architect. 
HAT. the present home-building public of this par- 
ft ticular part of the world is beginning to more fully 
appreciate the wisdonr of their earlier predecessors 
in this land of perfect climate is well instanced by the 
steadily-increasing demand for the type of home i)lus- 
trated by the accompanying sketches. They represent 
a cement plastered residence now in course of construc- 
tion on Grammercy Place, near Dorchester street, this 
city, for Mr. and Mrs. E. T. Perkins. 

The most striking feature of this design is the par- 
tially inclosed court, or garden, with its arched and 
*wine-cavered pergola, walks, fountain and shrubbery, 
where one may fully enjoy the delights of open air and 
sunshine coupled with almost perfect privacy. 

The principal room of the house is the large low- 
celled living room, from which convenient access to the 
garden is obtained by large French windows reaching to 
the floor. The finish of this room is of slash-grained 


paneled wainscot, and heavily beamed ceiling. The 


liberal fireplace and mantel are built of rough hewn

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sandstone, in keeping with the rather severe and massive 
effect of the general finish and furnishings designed for 
this apartment. Opening from the living room is a small 
but cosy “den,” also finished In dark wood, while the 
dining-room adjoining will be finished in ivory-white 
enamel with old blue walls. The fireplace will be formed 
entirely of dull cream tinted tiles with brass trimmings. 
The built-in- buffét is low and broad, with a wide case- 
ment window above. The lower wall of this room will 
be wainscoted with a dull blue art burlap with wooden 
plate rail. 

The kitchen and servants’ department, with rear and 
cellar stairways, while made as convenient as possible, 
are ap arranged as to be quite separated from the rest 
of the house. 

On the second story, which is reached by a broad easy 
stairway from the living room below, are to be found a 
large boudoir, at the front.of the house, four bed cham- 
bers and a bathroom, all finished in white enameled 
woodwork with light tinted walls. Owing to the flat roof 
of this design there is no attic, but the space between 
eeiling and roof joists is ample and well ventilated to 
insure.a perfect circulation of air sufficient to prevent 


the bed chambers from becoming too warm in summer,

and cupboards. 

The building will be heated by a hot air furnace in 
addition to the several open fireplaces on both stories. 

The lighting will be effected by both gas and elec- 
tricity, and all gas, electric and plumbing fixtures will 
be of the best quality and most recent patterns, making 
in all a very complete and comfortable home of a most 
reasonable and attractive design for this climate, at a 
cost of something less than $7500. 

A not unimportant feature of the house is a smal! rear 
‘baicony reached from the upper hall, from which by an 
outside stairway access may easily be had to the flat 
roof, which with its cement parapet walis could be made 
into a most delightful roof garden. ye

Stimulated by the cessation of the deadly so- 
called Anaheim disease, our vineyardists are getting 
courage, not only toward the planting of immense vine- 
yards for wine making, but to the planting of fine table 
kinds, some of which plantations may prove of commer- 
cial’ importance in supplying distant ‘markets. Even 
some of the famous wild varieties have been imported 
* from Georgia, which, should they succeed here, will add 
another distinctive fruit to the catalogue of rare products 
of Southern California. — 


REICH of Winfield street has sent me a stalk of 
, Jarkspur which he-has grown to the height of nearly 
_, Six feet, the flowers ‘showing a beautiful biue shading 
into purple. These graceful annuals form a fine center, 
of group for a circular bed filled out with shorter-growing 
plants of other kinds, or for a solid bed using the more 
dwarfish delphinium for the outer circles. The lark- 
spur has long since outgrown its disinfectant use by the 
pioneers, when the mothers of the previous generation 
mixed its petals with “red precipitate” and rubbed the 
mixture in their children’s hair to prevent scratching. 
Larkspur is now recognized as one of the most beautiful 
of, plants for lawn effects, and with the old-fashioned

Predominance of Cull. 
NOUGH has been said in these columns lately to set 
the growers of oranges thinking. Occasionally, how- 
ever, a rancher sends in new cases corroborating the facts 
heretofore set out concerning the immoderate or improper 
use of fertilizers as a cause of deteriorating fruit. One 
grower in Los Angeles county about the middie of last 
month hauled 1600 field boxes of navel oranges to his 
packing-house. Qut of this number he was compelled to 
haul away over 1100 boxes of culls. He had fertilized 
very heavily with stable manure. A neighbor delivered 
2200 fiel® boxes to the same house out of which only 24 
boxes of culls were taken. The latter grower tiad not 
used stable manures.. This seems to be the difference 
between success and failure in growing oranges in a cer- 
tain class of soil. , 
Walnut Growers Contract. 
T. the late meeting of the Walnut Growers” Associa- 
tion held in Los Angeles the growers contracted with 
the Gulf Bag Company of San Francisco for 100,000 wal- 
nut bags. This is evidence of the faith the ranchers have 
in a heavy crop this season, justified further by reporis 
that the blight is not showing up this year in alarming 
degree. The nuis are setting an average crop, and are 
not dropping seriously, showing that the weather con- 
ditions have not prevented pollination. This is one crop 
that does not seem in danger of overproduction, and if 
the blight holds off this year the business of walnut-

Alfalfa Needs Fertilizing. 


OR years trainloads of flat cars, bearing thousands 
of tons of stable and corral martres have been leav- 
ing the dairy sections of Los Angeles county for the cen- 
ters of citrus fruit growing. It is stated that the alfalfa 
farmers have seen the error of selling or giving away 
these fertilizers, and will hereafter use a large portion of 
. them upon their home fields. This is wise for two rea- 
sons. The home lands should not be depleted, nor the 
orange groves surfeited with these raw manures. It is 
hard to determine which has been the greatest suffcrers 
from this habit of transferring such an inordinate quan- 
tity of fertilizers, the farmers who sold it or the fruit 
growers who bought it. At any rate the demand will be 
light the coming season and the determination general 
to use the manures at home. | :

This 
act of Congress has met the approval of everyone, for it 
is a fact that as the agricultural industries of the coun- 
try go, 80 lies the prosperity of the whole. Without crit- 
ici8ing or complaining, but stating it as a matter of jus- 
tice, we can see too great a degree of economy in the 
meager Appropriation of less than 2 per cent. of the cot-.

Figuring upon the relative vaine of 
the entire cotton crop of the United States and the orange 
crop of California, the appropriation for the citrus in- 
vestigation should have been $20,000. When the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture asked for one-half this amount, to 
be used by Mr. Powell in his Culfiforhia investigation, the 
House Committee cut it down to $3000, but by the efforts 
of the department it was raised to $5500, and that is all’ 
the money available for Mr. Powell's great undertaking. 
There is less difference in the urgency of the two propo- 
sitions than appears at first view, for if something is not

As a rule the 
smaller cities and the towns of Southern California have | 
been sadly delinquent upon this subject. It has been a 
common remark that one can tell where the corporate 
limits of a town begin by the poor quality of the roads 
within the municipality. This means that the Super- 
\ visors, the farmers and their urban friends have been 
more diligent in constructing good country roads than 
the trustees of the smaller cities. Commercial rivairy be- 
tween the towns of one valley has gridironed the commu- 
nities with graveled and oiled roads by making it pos- 
sible for. the Supervisors to do the work assisted by pub- 
lic contributions. The automobile run to Pomona igst | 
week with its $80,000 worth of fine machines would not 
have been possible had not the Supervisors and the pub- 
lie-spirited citizens along the route begun to céoperate 
in the good roads movement nearly a dozen years ago. 
Where automobiles can chase each other at the rate of 
twenty or thirty miles an hour the public can see that 
the roadmaker has been abroad constructing our pikes 
upon a permanent basis. I understand from the resolu- 
tions that Pasadena is to favor a definite policy of rural 
road building as well as of city construction. It is time 
our rising cities should at least put their streets In as 
good condition as are’the main rural‘highways. Under’ 
the head of “Good Roads” will be found the Board of 
Trade of Pasadena’s ideas of how these improvements 
should be made. 


Citrus By-products. 
HE editorial discussion in the Daily Times concern- 
ing the use of oranges and lemons in the manufacture 
of side products has brought me an inquiry as.to the 
scope of these products. The manufactured products 
of the lemon are, lemon juice in concentrated form, citric 
acid, oil of lemon, salted lemon and candied lemon peel: 
Of the orange, orange flower perfume, essence of Orange 
| flower, the esséntial oils, of] of orange flower, and medici- 
nal products from the “bitter orange.” Orange wine is 
arother product that has been tried, on a large scale,. in 
more than one instance in Southern California, but never 
proved of permanent commercial moment. In answer, 
to a ¥pecial inquiry as to the formula, or precess of turn- 
ing orange juice into wine I give the following recipe: 
“Take one part of orange juice, well strained, one part 
of water, three pounds of sugar per gallon: Any kind of 
sugar will do, and the darker the sugar the richer will be 
the color of the wine. For each ten gallons put up keep 
atout one gallon of the same for refilling the casks dur- 
ing fermentation.. Lay the casks on their side, fill full, 
and leave the bung open. Do not let it become exposed 
to too much cold, Fill up the.casks every day, from t 
quantity Kept out, as the scum is thrown off, and wate 
closely till the wine passes through the stage of fermen- 
tation. This will usually require from ten to twenty 
. days, or longer if the weather is cool, and can be easily 
determined by the scum ceasing to rise, and the cessation 
of brisk fermentation. When it arrives at this stage, 
place the bung in loosely. Watch closely for a few days, 
and as active fermentation ceases, put the bung in fast. 
Let it stand two months and rack off carefully into clean 
casks. If perfectly clear, seal and let it stand six 
months, when it may be bottled. If not clear, it should 
be racked off the second time in two months after the 
first time and sealed for six months before bottling. Be 
sure your casks are full, for contact with the air will 
cause the wine to pass into acetic fermentation. This 
wine continues to improve with age.”

The editor recently wrote to A. Victer Segno, president 
_of the American Institute of Mentalism, of Angeles, 
who is about to erect a fine home for the institution near 
Echo Park, asking whether he had investigated this sub- 
ject and whether he could give any pointers in regard to 
it.

Segno says: 

“Your reference to extracting nitrogen from the air as. 
a food, interests me. 1 have given this matter consider- 
able thought, and I am just at the point where I would 
like to have the proofs you are looking for. I do not 
know where you can get what you desire. I wish I did. 
I fear that if the truth of the matter were kpgown some 
one would attempt to monopolize the product, and put it 
on the market as a superior breakfast food. At present 
it is possibly the only cheap food we have. 

“We know that there is a marked difference in the 
health and strength of people having free access to pure 
air, from those who live indoors. That air sustains life 
we must admit, and that a lack of it causes death. We 
know that oxygen is not a food, but a scavenger, that 
consumes waste matter. 


gas is produced. An excess of oxygen destroys the body, 
as illustrated by a rare atmosphere in high altitudes. In- 


sufficient oxygen causes death, by allowing the system to 


become congested with (carbon) waste matter. Conclu- 
sion—oxygen does not build up the cells, hence does not

“Nitrogen is a food. We are completely immersed in 
it. It is constantly entering our system. Is it reason- 
able to believe that it has no effect upon our bodies? Is 
there any known gas that if taken into the lungs will | 
pass out again without mgeking some perceptible effect on 
the body? If the lings are susceptible to all other 
known gases, where is the logic in making an exception 
of nitgogen?* I believe that nitrogen is absorbed by -the 
lungs a8 food, and builds up the cells and tissues, while 
the oxygen performs its Guty of carrying away the old 
worn-out cells in the form of carbonic gas (carbon di- 
oxid.) 
“Tt is impossible to make conclusive tests on human 


| beings, for to deprive them of oxygen, while testing the 


value of nitrogen, would of course cause death. There- 


fore investigation in that direction is necessarily limited. | 


Plant life, however, demonstrates the nutritive value of 
air, based on the following test: 

™A quantity of. earth was dried for the purpose of ex- 
tracting as much moisture as possible. It was then 
weighed, and fifty pounds of it put into a box. Water 
was added, and some apple seeds planted. Three of them 
grew. For five years 
nothing being added but water. At the end of that time 
they were taken out, and all the earth saved and dried 


as before, and then weighed. It had lost nothing in 
“weight. Then, where did the trees secure the material

Fatigue is induced with undue 
readiness. Impairment of sight is common. Impaigment 
or loss of hearing, of smell, or of taste is occasionally 
observed. Retention of urine may occur, pr on the other 
hand incontinence.

This disease has usually been held by physicians to be 
incurable. When degeneration of the spinal system is 
far advanced, it is, of course, incurable. In the earlier 
stages much may, undoubtédly, be done. A friend of 
the editor, in Southern California, who suffered for many 
years with this disease, being unable-to walk without 
a cane, is now completely cured, having thrown away his 
stick. He attributes his curé to “will power.” However 
that may be, he is certainly cured. ' 


The correspondent should do everything in his power 
to improve his general health by paying attention to 
the laws of hygiene as they are expounded from week to 
week in this department, and in good hygienic books and 
magazines. In that way he will place himself in a con- 
dition favorable to recovery, if recovery is possible. Sea 
bathing, followed by a sun bath, and friction with the, 
hands, should be good. .Galvanic treatment may help. 
Probably the most helpful thing, however, would be a 
prolonged series of osteopathic treatments. ‘The osteo- 
paths claim that all diseases center around the spinal 
system, which is their “strong holt.” The editor would 
urge the correspondent to give this treatment a trial, 
if, as is to be presumed, he has noted symptoms of the 
ailment.

This te not only 
the best method, but the easiest, and is sure to produce a 
craft of which you will never be ashamed, either for its 
looks or its sailing qualities. Perhaps it will seem that 
this last plan is slow, because it is necessary to do little 
work before the actual building begins; but it is really 
quick, since, when once started on the frame, things go

It is said that even the brisk 
squirrel falls a prey to him in the open woods, where 
one would think the spry little creature had all the ad- 
vantage. The opossum catches rats and mice, and eais 
ground birds and their eggs. He is not entirely restricted 
to a meat diet, however, but is fond of nearly all the 
berries and other wild fruits that grow in the woods and 
fields, and has been known to creep tate orchards and 
berry patches to devour cultivated fruits.—[Detroit

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PUMICE FROM RUSSIA. 
The mineral wealth of Russia is hardly appreciated, 
and new industries are from time to time being devel- 
oped, though the effect of the present war may b> ‘eit in 
many new schemes. A recent proposition is the devel- 
opment of the pumice stone. which has been found in the 
provinces of Erivan and Kars, in Transcaucasia. The 
deposits in Kars, at Malayakutma, are near the surface . 
in horizontal strata, and occasionally run over two and 
a half feet thick, furnishing a high-grade mineral! that is 
used for polishing, and a poorer quality from which hy- 
draulic cement cun be made. The material is convenient 
to Kars, from which place it will be shipped by rail to 
Poti, on the Black Sea, and thence cenveyed by steamer 
to Odessa. When the works are operating to their full 
capacity several million pounds a year of the material 
will be produced. The world’s ecupply of pumice is now 
‘largely derived from the Lipari Islands near Sicily.—

er, knows their true significance, and 
has only a casual glance to bestow. 
Accordingly the organizers of the 
mining exhibit have chosen rather to 
work to the following principle: 
namely, to let the producer in other 
States see that if he should decide to 
change his home to the favored cil- 
mate of California, he cam carry with 
him his own special industry, or can 
readily find other profitable employ- 
ment for his capital and enterprise. 
Structural and industrial materials 
have the piace of prominence. Here 
are just a few openings for the ex- 
tended use of capital indicated by ex- 
hibits—cement, clays, building stone, 
lime, oil, asphalt, bituminous rock, 
coal. The lesson in particular in- 
stances is most forcibly put. For ex- 
ample, a picturesque grotto of lithium 
mica from San Diego county arrests 
the eye, and inquiry shows that the 
following industrial story is attached 
to it. ‘The stone is actually shipped 
to Germany for the extraction of lithia 
salts, to be used in the manufacture of 
mineral waters and medical tabloids. 
The moral is obvious. 

MANY LESSONS TO BE LEARNED. 

There are many other lessons of the 
same kind to be gleaned from the dis- 
play—copper ore, borax, and other 
materials shipped eut of the State for 
reduction when, by the employment of 
capital, home treatment could be 
made profitable. Nitrate of soda from 
Death Valley, precisely similar to 
the deposits that have made _ the 
wealth of Chile, suggests an almost 
unlimited field for energetic commer- 
cial exploitation. And so on-—this 
practical note being the dominant one 
every where. 

Besides models of mining and oil 
drilling plants, the most conspicuous 
object in the pavilion is a composite 
arch of building materials, a reaily 
handsome and impressive structure. 
Blocks of granite, sandstone, and mar- 
ble from various quarries in the State 
are built together, the top finished 
with terra cotta work and pressed 
bricks. On one of the slabs of granite 
is the following inscription, in recog- 
nition of the special interest manifest- 
ed in the exhibit by this journal:

ers, were paid and directed by the 
mine owners. The Governor himself 
sided with the mine owners; The 
troops came out not merely to prevent 
violence, but to break the strike, ‘to 
do up this anarchistic federation,’ as 
Gen. Sherman Bel! himself told me. 
“On the other hand, no one who 
knows anything of the history of the 
Miners’ Union in Colorado can doubt 
that there would have been violence 
and assassination if the operators 
had attempted to open their mines 
without military protection. A con- 
sideration of this history is neces- 
sary to an understanding of the char- 
acter of the miners’ union. , 

BATTLE AT TELLURIDE. 
“In 1901 a strike was called fn Tel- 
luride, backed by the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners. It was a strike pri- 
marily against the contract or piece- 
work system, the union demanding a 
uniform work day with a minimum 
wage. After a month of idleness, 
Superintendent Arthur L. Collins, of the 
Smuggler-Union property, opened his 
mine with non-union men. ' 
“The loca! union ordered 250 rifles 
and 50,000 rounds of ammunition from 
Denver. On the morning of July 3, as 
the ‘seab’ miners of the night shift 
were_leaving the Smuggler-Union, they 
were fired upon from every direction 
by men hidden among the rocks of 
the mountain side. It was a complete 
ambush. Several men fell wounded; 
the others returned the fire. 

“After a battle lasting several hours, 


and outclassed in arms, displayed a 
flag of truce. A pariey was arranged 
between St. John and a representative 
of the mine owners, exactly as in real: 
war. Possession of the mine was final- 
ly yielded to the strikers upon the 
promise that the ‘scab’ workers, the 


| foreman and others, should be allowed 


to depart in peace with their wound- 
ed. But when the ‘scabs’ had given 
up their arms and were left unpro- 
tected, the strikers surrounded them, 
tore open their bundles, stole every- 
thing worth appropriating, then sub- 
jected them to all manner of abuse 
and violence. Finally the ‘scabs’ 
were formed in line, driven up the 
mountain side, over a rocky tral), and 
out of the district. 

“Left thus in undisputed supremacy 
the union made such terms as it 
sired with the operators, finally si 
ing a three years’ contract covering; 
the matter of hours and wages.

Altogether it will be seen that Cali- 
fornia well holds the eye throughout 
the exposition. All members of the 
commission, from Frank Wiggings 
and J. A. Fileher down through 
every rank of their assistants, have 
¢hrown into their work the greatest 
zeal and energy, and the results en- 
congratulation. 

As indicating the great distances of 
the fair, I may point out that the 
round I have described covers dis- 
tances aggregating at least five miles.

ing from the Far South in 1841, assert- 
ed the existence of a vast south polar 
continent, and described his voyage 
of 1500 miles in sight of the coast. 
Ross, however, returning soon after, 
discredited Wilkes'a\ conclusions, say- 
ing that the land n by Wilkes was 
merely a great walj of ice. The world 
har been in doubt which to believ>. 
That Ross was wrong and Wilkes 
right is very evident from the re- 
port of Capt. Seott of the British Ant- 
arctic expedition of 1901-1904. Capt. 


Seott shows that the mass of ice seen: 


by Ross is in realitv an extensive gla- 
cier resting on land and covering the 
land like the ice cap of Greenland. 
The glacier is about 700 miles wide, 
and reaches the sea through a plain 
lying between Victoria Lani end Ed- 
ward VII Land. The German expedi-

The strikers 
armed and fortified themselves on Bull 
Hill, taking control of certain of the 
mines. An army of deptty sheriffs 
Was Organized, and, had it not been 
for the arrival of the troops, a bloody 
battle must have followed. | 

“On November 21, while the troops 
were in control, Superintendent Me- 
Cormick, and Beck, shift boss, were 
descefiding into the Vindicator mine, 
which had opened with ‘scab’ labor. 
At the sixth level a terrific explo- 
sion from an infernal machine wreck- 
ed the cage and killed both men in- 
stantly. 

IS UNION RESPONSIBLE? 

“Union leaders here, as in every 
other strike, deny that the union is 
responsible for ghis bloodshed 
violence. It is always difficult 
definitely the blame for these secret 


and other Colorado camps, where the 
population is made up so largely of 
members of the union. Sheriff Rob- 
ertson, the chief executive officer of 
Teller county, for instance, is a mem-

Justice of the Peace 
John T. Hawkins fined one man $5 
and discharged the others—a judgment 
far too lenient for these ‘scabs,’ the 
union thought.
